TBE NEW ORDER OF THINOS IN 

MEXICO. 

It is cerlaiiily instructive io observe how 
strongly imiiliintciJ in liurnanify, or at least 
tlio more civili;'.eil portimi of it, is the in- 
stinctive desire (or order and good govern- 
ment. Circunastances ocoasioolly call forth 
its excrciso ar.A show upon what a firm basis 
tiio fonndalioi:g ol society rest, apart from tlio 
forces cxi'i-led for that purpose by the varions 
fonns wliicli national power assumes in 
the world. The events that fur tho last few 
years have transpired in Me.xicn. ='>rvn ns an 
admirable illustration. The anarchic state of 
that unfortunate country has, ever since its 
emancipation from Spain, been tho constant 
Bnbject of complaint by tho governments and 
journals both of America and Europe. Not- 
withstanding tola, however, the dislike to do 
any act which might bo construed into an 
attumpt to interfere with tho frecaction of au 
iiidcpondeiit country, evidently prevented 
for a long time any eifort beine: maia to 
hove tho above condition of things remedied. 
Tho desire for good >,'.]vernincMit was thus 
connterbalanced by n fuar of injury to the in- 
ternational status of an independent nation. 
Onoo, however, lliu linbicon was crossed bv 
th ti rnareli of General h'orey on Puoblii — 
Oiioe tlie .siicces-s of his mission was secured 
l>y tlio c.aptui-e ufthat stronghold, tho sub^^e- 
quent occupation of the capital and the sub- 
stitution of another government for that of 
Juarez in tlio ncctipied territory ; the oh- 
jocti .11 aiiainst foreii;n intervention was lost 
siylil of in tlie ptos]icet of order being brought 
lortli Ironi chaos and a stable government 
replacing anarchy. 

Tha Oovernmentnl instioot was victorious. 
Prejudices were throivn aside; Mankind 
now sec tho opening of a now era for that 
boautiful but unfortunate country. An em- 
pire doc-i not sound well to Iho ears of n 
republican or to oiio living under a limiteii 
and consliliitioiial monarchy; but still an 
empire means .stability. It is a guarantee 
ogc.iasl internal disorder. If it portend the 
rule of force it is at least that of intelligence 
which is preferable any day to that of ignor- 
ance and brutality. AVilh the.' one, trade, 
cumnierco, iiiiiiinf,', manufactures and industry 
of every hiiu! h possible, and not only that 
but likely to Ihui ish, wliile with tbe other 
condition nothing but the vory contrary 
oouldeverbe expected. It ia in this view 
no doubt that the limes acknowlcdgec the 
great service Napoleon has done both to tlie 
political and commercial norld in extinguish- 
ing the Monroe doctrine and restoring inter- 
course with a nation with such inij ortant ter- 
ritory. In speaking of this it only reiterates 
the views of men who will not allow their 
national proclivities to override their com- 
mon sense. Even the Americans notwith- 
Blonding their political protestations and 
their threats of tho day of wrath, that is to 
come, practically admit by their actions the 
benefits of the new state of things. Ever 
on tho alert to secure the main chance, that 
Epeculative people very sensibly conclude 
that there is a better chance to make money 
under a stable iiionnrchy than a rickety re- 
public. Accordingly they are already flock- 
ing into tbe coast towns of tbe Pacific with 

: their, mills, machinery and notions, without 
troubling themselves with any conscientious 
qnalras at living under a povernment 
c,-itablisheil in .= o qlicstiouablo a manner. 
Those of tliR .Mexicans lliemselves who 
have a desire to see their CDuiitry sSme- 
thing else than a prey to the harpies who 
in the name of liberty and equality 
have so long devoured its substance ; 
«oem to adapt tliemsclvc)! to the now slate of 
things very readily, and anticipate at thi.s 
cntly day a glorious future from the action 
of the new niler. Siieakiny ol Ma.\iniilians 
exertions in the eslablishincnt of an Austrian 
murine in the .\driatic. La Socit'ilitd, a journal 
of the city of Jle.'iicd says, '' With our abund- 
ance of excellent timber, with our fine ports 
and deep bnys one labors under no illusion in 
Boyiog that we shall shortly behold our vessels 

' sailing side by side tliosu of Europe on the 
waters of the Atlantic and rucilic, beariiiLT 
onr prndurtioiis to tho old world. Who can 
douljt it.' Can our young Emperor not e.\-e- 
cute on our coasts what ho has realised on the 
shores of the Adriatic. Can tho Emperor not 
accomplish what the Archduke did without 
difficulty. Wo may be pormitlud to hope 
that we shall not go d iwii to our grave bnforo 
Feeing the tricolor ll:i[; of our .Me.xicaii vessels 
I'.oat in front uf Liverpool or Bordeaii.v, 
before Cadiz ur fJaola, at 'i'riesto as nt 
Alexandria." These very e.\pression3 indicate 
bow low that fine country has fallen ; how 
at this late day she ia still without oven a 

■semblanoo of mercantile marine not to speak 
of a Navy.
